miation that the Czar was building (as mentioned in our jaft) divers Forts 
and Gaftles on the Frontiers of Crim Tartary, has fignified to the Mujco- 
vite Refident, that if his Minifter does not demolifh the [aid Forts, he will 
£o himfelf to thofe Parts, at the Head of a formidable Army, and caufe 
the ftrong Forts to he deftroyed, this may probably produce the Rupture; 
which has becn fo long endeavoured for; but the Czar is a Prince offuch 
Penetration as has often difappointed them in their Expe@ations, "Tis 
wrote from Mofcow, that the great Battle between-the Mufcovites and the 
Rebel Perfians, has had {uch an Effe&, that -all the Regiments'in Ukrania 
and the Places thereabouts, had received Orders from the Ruflien Monarch 
to march from therce furthwith, accordingly 30 Regiments were on the 
Road towards Aftracan. Advices from Smirna relate, that gooo Janizaries 
were fent from Conftantinople with warlike Storesto be tran{ported by the 
Black Sea to Ezerum and other Frontier Places, and were to be followed 
by 12 or 15 Balhaws; from whence its inferred, that the Port grows jea- 
lous of the Mufcovites at Aftracan, fearing they delign to make themfelves 
Mafters of the Cafpian Sea.
